BELFA ST LINEN TRADE. 


MARKET FIRM. 

The official report of the Belfast linen trade 
for the period ending 22nd October states :— 
The Irish flax markets are egy | opening 
up, but all of them will not be in full swing 
till next month. The demand has been keen 
for any fibre offered, and quality remains the 
same. The reports ‘of yields to the grower 
are very unsatisfactory. On the Continent 
there is not much change to report, as sup- 
plies are still small, and consequently selec- 
tion is difficult, Prices remain firm for all 
classes, especially for dewretted and’ coarse 
water-retted flaxes. 

Yarns.—The tone of the market during the 
past two weeks has been quiet, with a fair 
quantity of new business turning up. Spinners 
are not pressing, as they are still comfortably 
off for orders, and, with the very strong flax 
market, there is no immediate object in selling 
ahead. The situation is a critical one for 
spinners, and the general feeling in the trade 
is that it would be advisable to reduce pro- 
duction, as the gap between flax and yarn 
prices is wide; but this can only be done by 
individual action. 

Weavers.—There is nothing exceptional to 
report; quiet conditions prevail at present. 
Orders for dress goods are still being put 
down, but not in the same volume as some 
time ago. The demand for home trade goods 
is dull. In the damask section, orders have 
been placed for crested goods, but there is not 
much life in the ordinary qualities. 

Merchants. — The cross-water wholesale 
houses anticipate a good Christmas business. 
In housekeeping goods, there has been a 
brisk demand. Fancy linens and hanker- 
chiefs have been ordered in quantity. Alto 
gether there is a decidedly better feeling. The 
outlook in the States is brighter, and a fair 
amount of business has been placed for all 
ranges. 

Dress Linens.—The majority of houses are 
now interested in getting away early shipments 
for U.S.A. and Canada for next season. New 
business is still being placed, but prices are 
difficult to arrange, as buyers object to pay 
higher figures. Market continues firm at re- 
cent quotations.

stroke of the four-cylinder engine give an 
actual rating of 17.9 h.p., with side-by-side 
valves, and forced lubrication by means of 
gear pump. The ground clearance of ten 
inches will enable this car to be used by those 
who propose travelling over rough, broken 
reads. Motorists in the Dominions overseas 
have always looked upon a clearance of ten 
inches as a very desirable merit, and there 
are, doubtless, many districts nearer home 
where the greater clearance will be considered 
advantageous.

INFANTICIDE CHARGE. 


(Before Mr. Justice Sullivan.) 

At the Central Criminal Court, Dublin, 
yesterday, a young woman named Anne 
Moore, of County Monaghan, pleaded not 
guilty to an indictment charging her with the 
murder of her male infant on the 17th 
October, 1922. She was acquited and dis- 
charged. 

Mr. W. Carrigan, K.C., and Mr. Dudley 
White, K.C. (instructed by the Chief State 


Solicitor), prosecuted ; and Mr. W. J. Gleeson 
(instructed by Mr. John Gillespie, Castle- 
blayney) defended. 

he case for the prosecution was that the \ 
accused woman gave birth to a child in the 
County Home, Monaghan, on the 5th October, 
1922. On the morning of the 17th October 
she sent for hot water to bathe the infant, 
and later a nurse who went to the room found 
that the child was dead. The child had then 
been dead for four or five hours, and had 
died from asphyxia. When the woman was 
charged the following day with infanticide she 
said that she was innocent, and made a 
written statement denying that she was re- 
sponsible for the death of the child, but the 
next day she made a statement to the con- 
trary. 

Some of the nurses in the Home having 
been examined, 

Dr. P. J. Walsh was called, and said that 
he had examined the child. In his opinion, 
it had been asphyxiated. There were no 
marks of violence on the body. 

Sergeant Keenan, of the Civie Guard, gave 
evidence of a statement made by the woman 
when he called to see her at the Home. 
She said: ‘‘I never did it.” On the follow- 
ing day she made another statement, in the 
course of which she said that she dare not 
go home with the baby, and that she did 
away with it by placing a pillow on its face. 
Before saying that she declared that she was 
innocent. 

In cross-examination, the witness said that 
at the time she was very excited. 

Counsel on both sides having addressed the 
jury on the two statements alleged to have 
been made by the prisoner, 

The jury, after an absence of fifteen 
minutes, found the accused woman not guilty, 
and she was discharged.

ASSAULT CHARGE DISMISSED. 


(Before Mr. Cussen.) 

At the Kinestown District Court the case, 
in which three voung men who were charged 
with assaulting a bailiff at Williamstown, was 
again before the Court. 

Michael Dalton, a Sheriff's officer, who pre- 
ferred the charge, said, in reply to Mr. Brady, 
solicitor, who appeared for the defence, that 
he had been a policemen and had been dis- 
charged from the force. He had been at the 
house of McCoy, one of the defendants, the 
night before the assault. McCoy said that he 
would have nothing to do with him, and took 
off his coat, looking for a fight. 

Continuing, the witness denied that he was 
refused a drink in McGuinness’s publichouse, 
but he could not say whether his friend was 
refused drink. 

Heffernan Davis, 14 Emmet square, 
Williamstown, said that he heard Murray and 
Peggs, two of the accused men, say that if 
Dalton did not get in he would get another 
** basting.” 

Mr. McCoy, national teacher, said that on 
the night previous to the alleged- assault 
Dalton came to his mother’s residence and 
made a claim. He was drunk, and he refused 
to have anything to do with Dalton. He 
went to the residence of Mr. McCracken, the 
County Sheriff, and complained of Dalton’s 
conduct. The witness gave particulars of his 
movements on the night of the 14th October, 
showing that he was not at the place of the 
alleged assault. He said that the charge 
against him was an absolute fabrication. 

Mr. J. P. McCabe. Chairman of the Black- 
rock Urban Council, in whose _ residence 
McCoy had been, corroborated the last wit- 
ness. 

Thomas Hayes gave evidence as to Dalton 
and his friend arguing in a publichouse with a 
third man about the Irish language. Dalton’s 
friend challenged the other man to fight. The 
publican ordered them out. 

Mr. Cussen said that the one word, 
“drunk,” was the meaning of it all. Dalton. 
at any rate, and probably his companion, had 
taken more drink that evening than was good 
for them. Dalton either deliberately com- 
mitted perjury when he swore that McCoy was 
present, or was so excited that he made a mis- 
take in identifying him. That was the most 
lenient view he could take of it. The evi- 
dence brought forward by the prosecution was 
absolutely unreliable. He dismissed the case, 
and the accused were discharged.

LORD MEATH’S MEMOIRS. 


The Earl of .Meath’s new volume of 
reminiscences carries on his narratiye from 
1900 to the present day. There are fewer 
racy passages than in his ‘‘ Memories of 
the 
interesting volume. Lord Meath describes 
the growth of the Empire Day movement, 
telling how he laboured in season and out 
of season to secure an annual commemora- 
tion of the imperial tradition. He tells of 
his tours with Meath in Australia, 
South Africa, India, Burma and other 

ncies of Britain, and sets down 
many amusing stories. The book is 4 
narrative of ceaseless activity, inspired by 
triotic and philanthropic enthusiasms 
$ is written in a b y and engaging 
aw th Queen Victoria’ 
ing his pages wi ictoria’s 
last visit to Ireland, Lord Meath recalls a 
story of an incident. on the Royal yacht. 
“ Her Majesty noticed that the 
sailors were standing in knots; they 
seemed to be talking together and lookin 
at her; so she sent for the captain, an 
asked him what was the matter—was there 
a mutiny? He replied, ‘ No, ma’am, but 
Your Majesty is sitting just over the keg 
of rum, and this is the time when each 
sailor usually obtains a tot, and they 
cannot enjoy it unless Your Majesty 
moves.” So the Queen, with a smile, 
rapidly changed her position.’’ 

In 1901 Lady Meath went to Morocco 
on an errand of mercy. Through her 
efforts diplomatic representations were 
made to the Sultan, seeking the reform 
of the Moorish prisons. Lady Meath’s 
humanitarian se occupy no small 
we of the book. An interesting chapter 

ribes the Royal visit to Ireland in 
1903. ‘‘ Jeanie and I had the honour of 
dining with Their Majesties on July 24th. 
I sat ite Her Majesty Queen 
Alexandra, The last time I had dined 
with the Sovereign was in Queen Victoria’s 
reign, when no one spoke above a whisper. 
On this occasion the conversation was 
eneral and the laughter unrestrained. 

e guests seemed te be thoroughly enjoy- 
ing themselves; indeed, I was taken to 
task by my wife, when we met after dinner, 
for laughing too loudly.”’ 

In 1904 Lord Meath began his efforts to 
secure the institution of ' Empire Day.” 
He repudiated ‘‘ Jingoism,’’ but he sought 
to unite the 400,000,000 people who live 
under the British flag in a conscious alle- 
giance. In 1905 he was made a Knight 
of St. Patrick, and he tells an amusing 
story of a gate-keeper’s wife who met 
him and exclaimed: ‘‘ I always knew your 
lordship was such a saint that I was sure 
they would canonise you.” There was an 
old workman at Kilruddery who, when 
itold to repeat after the clergyman the 
words, ‘‘ I take thee to be my wedded wife, 
to cherish, etc.,’’ said, “ to chastise.’’

he Premier of New Zealand, Lord Meat. 


vernment that in future the national 
flag at Westminster would be flown at half- 
mast in honour of Premiers of self-govern- 
ing British Colonies; but the Government 
did not accept the suggestion. 

The record of many such acts of public 
endeavour is followed by an account of 
Imperial tours, chiefly compiled from Lady 
Meath’s diaries. When the Great War 
came Lord Meath threw himself into re- 
cruiting with characteristic energy, and a 
chapter is occupied with an account of 
war work. In April, 1916, Lord Meath 
had the gratification of seeing Royal ap- 
Ex“ given to the celebration of May 

th in every year as Empire Day. He is 
indignant against the “ red tape ” which, 
he says, retards public business so gravely. 
“I knew a clerk who nearly lost his job 
because he gallantly, at his own expense, 
tied with red satin ribbon official 
despatches which were being sent to 
Queen Victoria, and which ought to have 
been fastened with red cotton tape.’’ 

In 1918 Lord and Lady Meath cele 
brated their golden wedding. Tn November. 
despite the efforts of specialists to combat 
her malady, Lady Meath died. Lord 
Meath carries on his narrative until 1922. 
when he reached his eighty-first year, and 
he tells us that the writing of his 
memoirs, and the living again of old days, 
has been the sole comfort of his bereave- 
ment.

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ADVERTISING AND ART. 


Nothing that satisfies a human need 
must of necessity be ugly. Whatever is 
really useful may also be beautiful. Adver- 
tising, therefore, need not be a matter of 
unsightly print and crude pictures. The 
visitor to Paris is struck immediately by 
the fact that the names printed on the 
awnings over restaurants and on name 
plates over shops are not ugly ; the letter- 
ing has the Latin grace that marks every- 
thing in the French capital.

There is 
the curving upland, wooded in the folds, 
heather-clad at the high brim. In the 
valley, below quarried cliffs, are luscious 
meadows, and among oaks and elms and 
yelp ashes an old-world road winds,. 

anked with gabled cottages. In the fore- 
ground, bowered in shady gardens, is a rich 
and lovely country house. Another picture 
of sunset shooting its bright lances from 
the evening clonds above flat, airy country, 
startles us with the printed question: 
‘‘ How long since you saw a sunset in the 
country ?’’ Some years ago, it seems, we 
saw one somewhere, and it was very muca 
like that. 

The author holds that the best ter 
ever designed was ' Don Quixote,’’ drawn 
for Sir Irving by the Beggarstaff 
Brothers.

“ The ‘goody, benevolent people 
could be of no use here except to get their 
own throats cut; the men who do fule 
are not of the English politician st 
asty-faced wretehes who do nothing but 
talk; in fact, not at all the type of young 
M.P. of the present day, but a hard-riding, 
steeple-chasing, sporting lot of fellows.

Thus 
wrote Lord Minto in 1879 when he was 
with Roberts in India. One feels that 
with him and his like a generation has 
passed, for better or for worse. He him- 
self was of the that he admirec. 
Under the name of “ Mr, Rolly,’’ he had 
ridden as a jockey, rather welcomed a fight, 
and had gone to: Paris during the 
Commune. 

Thé account of the rounding up of Louis 
Riel, in 1885 in Canada, strikes one as, 

rhaps, the most valuable thing in the 

k; for this “ little war,’’ where only 
2,000 men operated at points about 2,000 
miles apart, is unknown to most readers. 
In 1893 we find Melgund advising Colonel 
Saunderson as to the organisation of a 
mounted infantry corps to fight for Ulster. 
By 1902 Melgund, now Lord Minto, was 
Governor-General of India—a shrewd man, 
as the following remark on Joseph Chamber- 
lain shows: ‘‘ He (Chamberlain) appears to 
be a hard-headed man of business, be on 
the idea of utilising our Colonial pos- 
sessions for imperial benefit. He is a very 
strong man, but not a sympathetic one, 
and, therefore, his Colonial administra- 
tion is not without risk.’’ Lord Minto 
himself had both sympathy and imagina- 
tion, and, when dealing with native 
princes, showed tact and a capacity for 
playing up to the Indian potentate. This 
gift probably goes with the Marches blood, 
where, in the past, the nobility have been 
required to handle tough moss-troopers. 

That India should be disturbed to-day 
may not surprise tliose who read what is 
now admitted of-thé India of Lord Minto’s 
administration, when Tilak and others 
were fomenting anti-British feelings with 
such success that sedition was rampant. 
In fact, a bomb was thrown at the 
Governor-General and Lady Minto in 
1909. o-day, a man from the class which 
the capable “ out-door life’’ Lord Minto 
despised is Britain’s most recent Prime 
Minister. Fourteen years ago this remark- 
able Labour leader was protesting that 
Lord Minto’s officials were subjecting him 
to -police surveillance when he visited 
India. Mr. Buchan always writes well, 
and he has here given us a valuable record 
of the Victorian type of administrator.

THE MARINE PLANKTON, 

We wonder how many of our readers 
know what plankton is? The term appears 
to have been first used by Victor Hensen, 
about 1887, and was applied by him to 
certain forms of marine life. Pelagic 
plants and animals may be classed in three 
divisions. Besides those that are bottom- 
living and those which are free-swimming 
and migratory, like most of the fishes and 
marine mammals, there is a great mass of 
marine organisms, usually microscopic in 
size, that drift passively im the sea 
currents. To this class also belong some 
that are not microscopic in size, as the 
large medusa. 

A great many. of the planktonic 
organisms are transitory—that is, they 
are larval forms; but the permanent 
planktonic forms are also extremely 
numerous, and, as the drawings show, the 
planktons are extraordinarily varied in 
structure. Prominent among the plank- 
tons are the diatoms, which have ‘‘ an ex- 
traordinary importance in the general 
schemes of marine life,’’ the zoospores of 
alge, the flagellates, foraminifera and 
radiolaria, whose skeletons form a large 
part of the deep sea floor, and the cope- 
pods, which the authors describe as “ the 
most stable planktonic animals in the 
Irish Sea.’’ Like the diatoms, they appear 
in immense swarms at certain seasons and 
furnish a plentiful source of food for 
pelagic animals like the herring. It is 
this fact that gives them their importance 
in pelagic economy. These lowly organisms 
are the basis of life of all larger sea 
creatures. 

Sir William Herdman, F.R.S., who 
writes the introduction to this volume, 
concludes to the same effect: ‘‘ It is not 
too much to say, with our present know- 
ledge, that all the life in the sea, and 
ultimately on land, too, "may depend for 
its existence upon the reproduction in 
spring of the lowly microscopic diatoms of 
the plankton.’’ This volume is based on 
investigations made at Port Erin, Isle of 
Man, during 1907-1914. It is primarily 
intended for students and amateur 
workers. It contains twenty plates and 
255 drawings of plankton types. There 
are also elaborate tables of distribution 
and graphs, showing the succession of some 
typical organisms throughout the year, 
and periods of abundance. In an appendix 
is given a useful description of the various 
kinds of collecting apparatus, and a biblio- 
graphy. There must be a number of 
people who might find salvation from 
ennui, and add to mankind’s sum of 
knowledge if they would take up a piece 
of scientific investigation such as that 
outlined in this book. Those who have 
any inclination in this direction could 
have no mere helpful guide.

SEX ANTAGONISM, 


““ Ancilla’s Share ” is described in the 
sub-title as ‘‘An Indictment of Sex 
Antagonism.’’ The whole book is an in- 
dictment of the alleged injustice which 
women have suffered at the hands of men. 
The author acknowledges that many women 
lead happy and useful lives and receive 
honour and love from men. Nevertheless, 
she is convinced that her own sex, as a 
whole, lies under serious disabilities, even 
in countries so advanced politically as 
England and America, It seems to us 
that the author proves some part of her 
case that women are not fairly treated 
by men in the social, moral or political 
spheres; yet we think that she is herself 
unfair in attributing women’s disabilities 
mainly to sex antagonism. Some are due 
to that cause, but many are the result of 
defects of the social order and are such as 
multitudes of men themselves suffer. It is 
not sex antagonism, but economic pressure, 
that is the cause of the male worker's 
opposition to women’s labour in many 
vocations. Moreover, the male opposes the 
female worker because at the back of his 
mind is the feeling that woman's natural 
and, therefore, proper, sphere is the home. 

The case for the equal opportunity of 
women with men in every sphere cannot 
be argued as ‘f all women were single and 
would never be anything else, If men and 
women are to marry and build up homes 
and rear children, each sex must 
the limitations of that condition. The 
man mist accept the burden of the pro- 
vider ; the woman must accept the burden 
of motherhood, and this means for her 
withdrawal from public life, and from 
competition or co-operation with men in 
public employments. The mirried woman, 
as a rule, accepts these inevitable dis- 
abilities gladly. The real problem is the 
case of the single woman. She may have 
& grievance against society in that the 
avenues of life are not so free to her as 
to single men. Here again, in many cases 
nature is responsible, and not the envious 
sex antagonism of men; for there are 
numerous callings to which women are 
physically unequal. When all is said. 
however, sex antagonism remains, a 
sinister fact to be reckoned with. 
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must admire the ability and the force with 
which the book is written, and its com- 
mand of relevant material.

A PAINTER’S ANTHOLOGY. — 
is the '“ private 
Mr. Arthur Watts 
neil. 


He takes seventy-four poemt —some of them 
famous p ieces like Keats's 
“ Nightingale '' and some of them fugitiv:, 
anonymous little 23 like “We be 
soldiers three ” and ‘‘ Farewell, and adieu 
to you, gay Spanish ladies." The Bible 
yields him four examples, and his net is 
cast so widely as to include archaic pieces 
by Chaucer and Drummond side by side 
with ‘ The groves of Blarney.’’ Personal 
liking is his sole criterion ; and his choice 
is both catholic and delicate. These, his 
favourite poems, then, are printed nobly on 
large pages, and most of them are decorated 
either with little symbols in black and 
white or with bolder designs mounted on 
grey leaves. There are twelve plates in 
colour, illustrating such themes as “ The 
Bishop orders bis tomb at St. Praxed’s 
Church,” Blake's “ Piping down the 
valleys wild,” Shelley’s “' mand ias, 
and Browning’s ‘‘ Toccata of Galuppi’s. 

Mr. Watts is particularly happy in the 
last-named poem, for the gay costume and 
sentimentality of the Italian scene suit his 
genius. His picture to illustrate Lamb's 
“ Old Familiar Faces '' is truly beautiful. 
On an autumnal terrace a figure stands in 
antique dress, back turned to us, gazing 
meditatively forth over the chilly country 
with the leafless trees. Here are the 
English atmosphere and the very soul of 
Lamb’s plaintive lines. 

Among the line drawings, that of a tall 
wooden ship under full sail, illustrating 
Browning’s ‘‘ Home Thoughts from the 
Sea,” is especially fine. Mr. Watts 
laments that he could find no sea poems 
to please him among earlier writers; but 
we suspect that Browning is his prophet.

RECENT FICTION, 

It is, perhaps, an irony that the only things 
worth while that are produced by the Gaelic 
movement are works in English. Mr. Donn 
Byrne, io use the pen-name, is an Inter- 
mediate school-boy with a remarkable record 
for Irish, both in the secondary school and at 
University College. It is in English, how- 
ever that he began to write when in New 
York, and now he continues in English in 
Engiand. Perhaps, these stories are a iittle 
drawn-out here and there, but everywhere 
we feel the touch of the sure journalist. It 
is difficult to select for commendation where 
everything is above the average. ‘‘In Praise 
of Mary Kxyteler ' is, however, remarkably 
well toid. Mary is the old County Dublin 
Unionist lady who prefers spinsterhood, the 
old house, the old butler, the old gardener, the 
old cook to marriage with a splendid Irish- 
American, who could bring her to a beautiful 
sunny clime. The topography of this tale is 
somewhat inaccurate—perhaps, a necessary 
fault if identity is to be concealed. ' Wisdom 
Builded Her House” is a most unorthodox 
story of Solomon and the Queen of Thebes, 
when Nathan, the high priest, knowing that 
sex is of the things which matter, frustrated 
a love-match with the foreign woman lest his 
puppet should pass out of the sacerdotal 
grip. T stories cannot compare with 
those of ©. Henry in that they lack creative 
power, but they are very well told, and make 
one glad that their author is of our race.

‘‘ Behold This Dreamer”’ is a first novel 
of outstanding promise. The story begins in 
some unnamed. city not forty miles from 
Washington, where the dreamer has con- 
tracted an unfortunate marriage with the 
daughter of Mr. Stricker, the brush-maker. 
Stricker is the Belfast. type, as understood in 
the South of Ireland: he hates art, talks of 
“willpower,, concentration, and mother 
clichés, and boasts of being a self-made man, 
whose success is attributable to his own solid 
virtues, plus Pelmanism and the correspon- 
dence college. Clara, the dreamer’s wife, is 
« dutiful but nagging, Christian, and rather 
selfish. Rveryone f the city is typical of the 
city. Indeed to be typical of the city is the 
highest of all virtue. “Get on”’ is the cry, 
uttered with dreary monotony. All this tears 
at Charles Turner, an artist, although un- 
trained, a lover of Father McNabb’s verse. 
and a haunter of the free library that is 
frudgingly tolerated by the dour community. 

e is put into a private asylum by his wife's 
relatives, escapes, and enters the “high- 
brow "’ society of New York. Soon he is 
studying art in the nude in an “ advanced '' 
mixed class. He meets a lady who has read 
the last thing in sex emancipation. but the 
erotic does not capture the dreamer. Some 
of the characters, pas that of old 
Stricker, are extreme y well-done.

In ‘‘ The Coming of Amos”? Mr. W. J.

Many readers of fiction will welcome Mr. 
Grant Richards’s new enterprise—a series of 
‘* little novels,”’ each of about 36,000 words, 
or one-third the length of the usual novel. 
The French are particularly skilful in stories 
of this scope; but English writers, when 
handling a theme suitable for a neat nouvelle, 
seem to feel themselves obliged to pad their 
narrative until it reaches a wearying length. 
The first volume of this dainty series tells a 
good story well. It would be impossible to 
give the smallest hint of Mr. Dawson’s plot 
without destroying his grim surprises; tut we 
may observe that Théophile Gautier told 
exactly the same story, with one terrible and 
crucial detail exactly as Mr. Dawson uses it, 
in his Contes et Nouvelles. We do not know 
whether Mr. Dawson is acquainted with 
Gautier’s tale, or whether he has produced 
it by pure coincidence: but for the reader 
who has not come on Gautier “ His Mortal 
Tenement ’’ will be uhmarred enjoyment.

James Trent was a popular District Inspec-

Yet the fidelity 
of the earlier part of the story to actual in- 
cidents in recent years encourages credulity 
in the reader, and gives one a thril] which is 
oftener felt in real life than in fiction.

support. 


Water-Power. 


In view of the proposals which have 
been made to utilise the water-power of 
the Shannon and the Liffey, Irishmen 
must be interested in the example of New 
Zealand, where an extensive scheme for 
power development is being put into 
operation in the North Island, Power is 
extracted. from four main sources. Two 
of these originate in rapids on the River 
Waikato; one is a lake, and the fourth is 
a river enclosed by high mountains. It is 
intended that all the stations shall be 
linked together, so that, if one fails, power 
may be derived from the others. The 
project demands great patience and a high 
standard: of engineering skill, since the 
work is rendered difficult by the 
mountainous nature of the ground, and 
a heavy rainfal] makes the rivers liable 
to flood. The task entails the construction 
of two tunnels through the mountains, 
and of two reservoirs to prevent the danger 
of flooding and to maintain the water 
supply in case of drought. The final cost 
is estimated at one and a half million 
pounds. This is a large expense for a smal] 
community ; but when the scheme has been 
fulfilled factories and farms will benefit 
enormously by the resultant saving in coal 
and labour, and many advantages will 
come to the homes of the rural population. 


COURT AND PERSONAL.

To-day is the birthday of the Queen of 
Spain, who, with her family, has spent the 
autumn at San Sebastian. Recently she 
took part there in a ceremony conn with 
by-gone Irish memories. This was the nn- 
veiling of a monument to the British troops 
who lost their lives at the storming of Monte 
Orgullo, the citadel of San Sebastian, on 
August 3lst, 1813—the final blow to 
Napoleon’s forces in Spain.

There is now a good prospect that, if the 
present Bill is obstructed or emaseulated, 
the country will demand stronger measures 
in the near future;:and the “trade ” is 
not prepared to take the risk.

The narrow thoroughfare of Wardour street, 
Scho, London's film centre, was the scene of 
a disastrous fire yesterday afternoon, which 
caused d estimated at many thousands 
of pounds. e flames originated on premises 
Rom iv by the Topical Budget, Lid., under- 
neath being rooms in possession of the Ideal 
Film Company.

A brigade call was circulated, and the fire- 
men soon arrived and got to work; but in 
the meantime some of the girls appeared tc 
lose their heads and jumped from the windows 
into the street. One had a leg broken, and 
was taken to the Middlesex Hospital, while 
several were carried out unconscious.

The reason for this is unknown, 
but the message adds that fhe city, which is 
under the control of General Feng Hu gos 
(the Christian General), remains peaceful, a 
that there is no cause for alarm. 

It is regarded as significant’ that General 
Feng Hu Hsiang has returned to Peking from 
the front, for his two divisions of lronsides 
are considered the best in China, There 
have, however, been rumours for some time 
ast that relations between him and Marshal 

u Pei Fu are strained.—(Reuter.) 

PEKING, Thursday. 

A Brigade of the llth Division of the 
Chinese National Army, under Yeng Hu 
Hsiang, quietly and unexpectedly occupied 
Peking yesterday evening and this morning. 
Feng Hu Hsiang completely controls the capi- 
tal. All communications are cut. 

The city gates have been shut, and a pro- 
clamation has been posted saying that Feng 
Hu Hsiang does not want to make war, 
which is ruining the country and causing the 
loss of many lives. Feng has called a con- 
ference between the Government and the other 
side with a view to stopping the war. He is 
bringing his troops back to Peking on garrison 
duty, and asks the people that order may 
be preserved and foreigners to be protected. 
The city is quiet and peaceful.—(Reuter- )

CATTLE. 
LIVERPOOL TRADERS’ 
COMPLAINT.

Mr. Walter Baird presided at the meeting 
of the Dublin Port and Docks Board yester- 
day, at which a letter was received from the 
Liverpool Abattoir Tenants Wholesale Meat 
Traders’ Association, drawing attention to 
the bruised condition of cattle reaching the 
abattoirs in Liverpool from Dublin, and ask- 
ing the Board if they could do anything to 
improve the methods of driving and transport 
of cattle, so as to avoid injuring the flesh of 
the animals. 

Mr. Field said that the matter was most 
:mportant, and he did not say that the carry- 
ing companies Were altogether to blame for 
the damage; it might have been caused on 
the roads and in the loading and unloading. 
At any rate, something ought to be done to 
make the transport of cattle more humane. 
It was remarkable that cattle from America 
arrived in a better condition in Liverpool than 
did the cattle from Ireland. 

Mr. Leonard said that no doubt a consider- 
able proportion of the cattle that were landed 
in England were in a bad condition; but 1t 
would assist the Board if they got definite in- 
stances, and were told where the cattle had 
come from. 

Mr. Hewat said that the Board was not in 
a position to take any steps in regard to the 
shipment of cattle. It was for the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to look after that matter. 

The Chairman said that, as one interested 
in the carrying trade, he did not see what 
the shipping companies could do more than 
they were doing. They had instructed their 
foremen to see that the animals must Le 
treated in the most humane way. What had 
happened to the animals before they came 
into the companies’ yards thev knew not. 
Inspectors were constantly watching the em- 
barkation of cattle. and they did not allow 
the animals to be ill-trented. The pen 
arrangements on board’ the vessels were 
sanctioned bv the Board of Trade. It was 
the owners of the cattle that were responsible, 

The Secretary was instructed to reply to 
the letter that the Board was willing to do 
all in its power to comply with the desire of 
the Association.

The Belfast Station of the British Broad- 
casting Company will. be officially declared 
sá at a ries SÉ in the Ulster Hall, 

lfast, to-night. e station has been 
transmitting since September 15 last, and the 
reception generally, not only in Ireland, but 
in Great Britain, has'been very satisfactory. 
Belfast broadcasts on a wave length of 435 
metres and Glasgow on 420, and it was 
thought that there would be some difficulty in 
“tuning in” to the required station, but in 
practice it has proved quite easy, as modern 
wireless sets permit very fine adjustments—te. 
made. 

The establishment of 2BE gave a great 
fillip to the sale of crystal sets for use 
within five miles of the station; up to a 
radius of thirty miles perfect reception can 
be obtained with a one-valve set. With two 
valves Belfast can be heard in any part of 
Ireland. ‘‘ Listeners-in’’ have found no diffi- 
culty in eliminating Morse signals from ships 
at sea and. shore stations. In the early 
days of wireless broadcast this was a particu- 
lar trouble in the case of transmission from, 
or reception in, a shipping centre. 

Belfast has broadcast programmes to which 
leading local as well as well-known B.B.C. 
artists have contributed, and has relayed 
items from other stations. To-night’s speeches 
in the Uister Hall by the Duke of Abercorn, 
Sir James Craig, Professor R. W. “Living- 
stone, President and Vice-Chancellor of 
Queen’s University ; Lord Gainford, Chairman 
of the British Broadcasting Company, and the 
Lord Mayor of Belfast will be relayed to local 
listeners-in by all the stations of the B.B.C. 

The gala programme opens at 7.15. The 
band of the Ist Battalion of the Seaforth 
Highlanders, stationed in Belfast, will play ; 
there will be organ music and vocal items, 
and a performance by the Belfast Phil. 
harmonic Choir, accompanied by the station 
orchestra and organ. .The entry of the 
Governor of Northern Ireland into the Ulster 
Hall will be marked by the National 
Anthem, rendered by the choir, orchestra, 
and organ.

WIRELESS TRANSMISSION. 


To-night’s speeches will be transmitted to 
tens of thousands of “ listeners-in’’ by means 
of a microphone, a highly developed form of 
the telephone, erected in the Ulster Hall, and 
connected by ordinary land lines to the com- 
plicated plant in the broadcast. building, 
situated near the Corporation Power House, 
in East Bridge street. 

It will not be possible to eliminate ex- 
traneous sounds—footfalls, the hum of con- 
versation, and applause—and for this reason 
ordinary broadcast programmes are per- 
formed in a specially adapted studio. This 
room is floored with rubber, and the walls 
and ceiling are covered with thick cloth, to 
exclude outside sounds and prevent echoes. 
The two microphones are in the form of 
cylinders, eight or nine inches long by three 
or four in diameter, and lie in rubber cradles. 

No conversation is permitted during work- 
ing hours in the studio. Instruments must 
be tuned outside. The faintest sound—a cough 
or the rustle of paper—will be broadcast. 
The performers are grouped round the 
microphones and the performance begins. 

In a room adjoming the studio is the 
controlling apparatus. it contains a wireless 
receiving plant, which. picks up the pro- 
gramme from the air, and the controller is 
thus able to judge the quality of the broad- 
cast. ‘Lhe controller can increase or decrease 
the volume of sound, and through a window 
give directions by signal to the performer or 
conductor. 

Belfast Station Orchestra consists of thirty 
instrumentalists, directed by Mr. E. Godfrey 
Baown, conductor of the Belfast Philharmonic 
Society.

ATTITUDE OF BUSINESS MEN. 


The attention of the Committee of the 
Dublin Mercantile Association has been drawn 
toa recent statement of the Free State Minister 
for Posts and Telegraphs, at Cork, to the effect 
that at a meeting of business men convened 
by him at Dublin, no objection had been 
made to the recently imposed delivery tax 
of 6d. on all parcels received from outside 

Irish Free State. As this statement 
might be taken as suggesting that the 
business community ‘is in favour of the new 
arrangements, it was thought well to take a 
vote of members of the Association, in 
regard to the effect of the tax, 

With every copy of the weekly (Gazette 
of the Association a voting paper was issued, 
desiring replies of definite character to three 
questions :— 

1. Do you find that the 6d. parcel post 
delivery tax has helped your trade? 

2. Do you expect that it will’ 

3. Would you prefer parcel post rates in 
force prior to 3lst August, 1924, to the new 
rates, with the 6d. tax added? | 

These papers were issued with the Gazette 
of Wednesday, October 15th, and their return 
was requested by Monday, October 20th. 
Up to 12.50 p.m, on Tuesday, 21st instant, 
550 signed voting papers were received from 
members. Of these a very small proportion 
either omitted an answer to one or other 
of the queries, or answered so indefinitely 
that they could not be classified. The vast 
majority, however, gave the answers “ Yes,’ 
or “No,” with the following result :—

BRITISH AND IRISH 
DISSOLUTIONS. 


THE CONSTLTUTION OF 
THE FREE STATE. 


— 


Mr. J. G.. Swift MacNeill writes, in a 
letter to T'he Z'imes:—The general election 
now in progress in Great Britain may render 
it of interest to reproduce a contrast drawn 
by Mr. Charles James Fox, in a speech de- 
livered in the British House of Commons on 
March 23, 1797, which was made, as we 
know, on the initiative of Mr. Grattan, who 
was the winner of the legislative independence 
of Ireland under the Constitution of 1782, 

pularly known as Grattan’s Constitution. 
Mr. Fox described the Irish Constitution as 
“a mirror in which the abuses of the 
English Constitution are strongly reflected. 
Mr. Gladstone, to whose attention I directed 


he contributed to a~book entitled 

“The Handbook of Home Rule,” edited b 
Viscount Bryce. If Mr. Fox were still wit 
us, he would probably revise his judgment 
in instituting a contrast between the British 
Constitution and the present Irish Constitu- 
tion, and would admit that in some respects 
the. Irish has the advantage of the British 
Constitution. The géneral election of to-day 
is the result of a dissolution granted by the 
Sovereign, in accordance with the practice of 
the Constitution. to a Government defeated 
in the House of Commons on a vote of no 
confidence. The British Cabinet, which 1s 
a creation of the House of Commons and 
its servants, has the power by a dissolution 
of Parliament, in the words of Mr. Bagehot, 
of “ destroying its creators,’’ and Parliamen- 
tary history is replete with object lessons of 
the very doubtful benefit to the nation at 
large of the actual exercise of that power 
of dissolution, and of the knowledge that 
it can be exercised on the conduct of the 
House of Commons. 

In the Constitution of the Irish Free State 
a dissolution brought about in the circum- 
stances of the late dissolution of the British 
Parliament would be an absolute impossi- 
bility. The 55rd' Article of the Irish Con- 
stitution provides that—‘' The President of 
the Council and the Ministers nominated by 
him (the Cakinet) shall retire from office 
should he cease to retain the support of a 
majority in Dail Eireann (the Chamber of 
Deputies), but the President and. such 
Ministers shall continue. to carry on their 
duties till their successors shall have been 
appointed; provided, however, that the 
Oireachtas (Legislature) shall not be dis- 
solved on the advice of an Executive which 
has ceased to retain the support of a 
majority in Dail Eireann (the Chamber of 
Deputies)."” The defect in this respect. and 
many another of the British Constitution, is 
by way of contrast part of the measure of 
the value of the Irish Free State Constitu- 
tion.

PREMIER’S HOPES FOR

The third Commissioner to the Irish 
Boundary Commission was appointed yes- 
terday. 

Although the name of the member to 
represent the North was not announced 
officially, it was stated on good authority 
in Belfast last night that Mr. J. R. 
Fisher, a well-known Ulsterman, who was 
at one time Editor of the Northern Whig, 
Belfast, and later on the staff of the Daily 
Chronicle, London, had been appointed. 

The other members of the Commission 
are Mr. Justice Feetham, chairman, and 
Mr. John MeNeill, the representative of 
the Irish Free State. 

Mr. Macdonald, announcing the com- 
pletion of the Commission, at Aberavon 
yesterday, said :— 

When we took office we found that -he 
other parties, with the assistance of eminent 
lawyers and leading statesmen drawn from 
all parties except Labour, had so badly 
drafted an essential clause in the Agreement 
with the Irish Free State that it could not 
be www into operation. 

The Labour Government, with the assist- 
ance of other parties—I do not wish to mis- 
represent the case—intreduced a bill which 
carried out Great Britain’s Agreement with 
we Free State, and made our name honour- 
able. 

Now we have just appointed the third 
Commissioner on the Irish Boundary Com- 
mission, and I hope that, as a result, both 
Ulster and the Irish Free State will renew 
their good efforts once more to settle their 
long-outstanding difficulty, and let Ireland 
begin to work out its way in peace. 


MH. J. R. FISHER. 

Mr. Joseph R. 
stated, has been appointed as 
representative of Northern Ireland 
the Boundary Commission, is an Ulster 
man, with considerable experience of 
journalism and the law. The youngest. son 
of the Rev. Reginald Fisher, of Raffrey, 
County Down, he was born in 1855. Educated 
first at the Royal Academical Institution, 
Belfast, and t: » Queen's University, where 
he graduated in Arts in 1876, he studied 
afterwards in Germany and Ilrance. 

Mr. Fisher’s natural bent was journalism. 
He was Foreign Editor of the Deily Chronicle 
in 1881, and Assistant Editor of the Standard 
from 1883 to 1891. Afterwards he edited the 
Northern Whig, Belfast, and in recent years 
he has visited Ireland as Special Correspond- 
ent of Zhe Times. For many years he was 
identified with the Ulster Unionist meve- 
ment, and within the past few months he 
has -vritten in the correspondence columns 
of The Times upon the subject of the 
boundary. 

Called to the Bar in 1888, Mr. Fisher has 
contributed to the New Encyclopedia of the 
Laws of England, to he Times History of 
the War,, and the Encyclopedia Britannica.

£15,000 FOR HOUSING. 

A sum of £15,000 has been granted for 
the purpose of building houses in the Dalkey 
urban district by an award of Court. The 
grant was made in the Longford Circuit 
Court on Wednesday, in the matter of 
£20,000, awarded by Judge Fleming as com 
pensation to Mr. W. K. Wilson for the 
destruction of property on his estate at Long 
ford during the troubled period. As to 
£5,000 the award was for furniture and 
other effects. In regard to the amount of 
£15,000 awarded for the destruction of house 
property, provision was made in the award 
that two large houses were to be erected on 
the estate. The applicant now submitted an 
alternative Bonsante. agri that eight to 
twelve houses should be built in the Dalkey 
urban district. 

The Longiord County Council opposed the 
alternative. and asked to have the houses 
erected in Longford, on the ground that the 
compensation would have to be borne by 
local taxpayers. 

In reply to this counsel for the applicant 
submitted that malicious injuries awards were 
“An from the taxation funds of the Irish Free 
State as a whole. 

Mr. J. D. Treston, Town Clerk of Dalkey, 
gave evidence to the effect that there was 
an enormous demand for houses, both for 
artisans and the middle classes, in Dalkey 
district, and there also. existed very acute 
unemployment in the township. « 

Mr. W. Kaye Parry, C.E., gave evidence 
as to the suitability of the houses that it 
was ab “nm to build in Dalkey. 

The Courts award was that there was 
satisfactory evidence of a great need for 
additional housing accommodation in the 
Dalkey township, and also there was the 
unemployment. problem to be faced in. the 
area. The evidence given on behalf of the 
Longford County Council did not show that 
similar conditions obtained in the County 
Dalkey was situate within the 
Free State. The application to have the 
amount of the award of £15,000 expended for 
the erection of houses in the Dalkey urban 
district was granted.

RAILWAY RATES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Stz,—At the recent enquiry the Kailway 
Campanies made no attempt uo reply to the 
case made by the Ministry of Inaustry and 
Commerce that the cost of pulling up arrears 
of maintenance, work accumulated during the 
period of contro] by the British Government 
had been made good out of revenue prior to 
decontrol in. August, 1921, instead of being 
charged against the Compensation Fund of 
three milhons, and that, if the recovery of 
the deficit which arose out of sixteen months’ 
working under unfavourable circumstances, 
and which the Railway Companies were 
ordered to make good in eleven months, had 
been epread over a somewhat longer period, 
a 92 per cent. inc¥ease:in fares and 106 per 
cent. in goods .rates, instead of 100 per cent. 
and 120 per cent. respectively, would have 
been sufficient. The inference from the latter 
fact is that , if and when the sixteen months’ 
deficit was made good, the increased. rates 
should have been reduced unless the companies 
could prove justification for maintaining them, 
and this has not been done. “The effect of 
the big reductions which have taken place 
in the cost of coal and iron, the substantial 
reductions “in wages, and the immense 
additional revenue from fares and rates on 
one side, against reduced tonnage and cattle 
transport on the other, has not been presented 
in any intelligible form, and railway users 
are still left without definite guidance. 

The Council for the companies represented 
that a 5 cent, reduction in current rates 
would absofh the margin now available for 
dividends. The increases of 100 per cené. 
and 120 per cent. over pre-war fares and 
rates were im to maintain dividends, 
and it is difficult to accept the contention 
that the margin so created would be annihi- 
lated by a reduction of 5 per cent. off current 
rates.. The principal witness for the com- 
panies enlarged upon the risk to national 
credit and the investing public of any tamper- 
ing with Irish securities. An appeal to the 
fears of railway shareholders might retain 
their .support for the companies’ point of 
view, but the business community prefer to 
look elsewhere for guidance on national 
finance. If the reduction in rates, about one- 
eighth, now.ordered by the Railway Tribunal 
is an indication of the.relief in prospect for 
railway users and of what they are to get 
by the amalgamation, there is no room for 
excited expectations of benefit from the new 
rajime, which business men rightly and 
strenuously opposed.—Youre, etc.,

AN IRISH CURRENCY. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—When the question of creating a 
separate Irish currency was discussed a short 
time ago in the Irish Press, 1 ventured to 
express the opinion that the Irish Free State 
might, with profit, issue such a currency— 
on condition, iowever, of harnessing it rigidly 
to British or sterling currency. indicated 
also, as a tried and practical means of ful- 
filling that indispensable condition, the simple 
copying of the recent Egyptian precedent, 
Egyptian currency having been thus har- 
nessed, The present Australian currency 
crisis happens to confirm, in striking fashion, 
the view which I thug expressed. 

Australia had the same gold pound as Great 
Britain (although with her own separate mint) 
before the war, since when she has issued a 
similar paper pound of her own. Nominally, 
the Australian paper pound is the same as 
the British. .In reality, it is different, with 
a continual and fluctuating difference in ex- 
change value, which hampers and injures all 
Australian trade. hat constitutes the 
Australian currency crisis, which has finally 
become so serious as to force the Government 
of the Australian Commonwealth to introduce 
a special bill for the purpose of equalising the 
Australian with the British pound, thus 
abolishing differences of exchange and freeing 
Australian trade from its present unnecessary 
embarrassments and heavy losses. 

What solution does the Government of the 
Australian Comonwealth propose? Nothing 
more or less than to copy the Egyptian 

recedent, which is exactly what I took the 
initiative of suggesting in the case of the 
Irish Free State, should the latter eventually 
decide to create. a separate Irish currency.—

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THE PRESERVATION OF GAME. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—Although it must be admitted that 
the birds of the air were undoubtedly created 
by God and intended, mast likely, by Him to 
be used as food for hungry men, hawks and 
foxes, yet it must also be recognised that now, 
owing to the increased number of hungry 
men and the limiting of wild spaces, the kill- 
ing of game must be a luxury for the few. 
Select these few in any manner you will—by 
competitive examination in Greek and Latin, 
by chest measurement or ballot; the privilege 
would fall eventually into the hands of the 
rich man who can buy the right of the success- 
ful candidate. , 

Suggestions have been put forward by your 
correspondents. One would tax cartridges. 
Another would make everybody who wanted 
to shoot anything buy a “á for £2 10s. 
which would enable him to shoot game. 
Another would increase the price of a game 
licence to £5. None of these schemes would 

revent the extinction of game unless the land 
Is preserved. 

his is what would happen. Numbers of 
young men, good shots, capable of shooting 
£50 worth of game in a season, would qualify 
themselves to do so, and would spend all their 
time scouring the country for birds for which 
they would get a good price—a most re- 
munerative industry while it lasted. There 
would naturally rivalry between the 
shooters, and internecine persecution would 
be the part of the coveys. The moors would 
be shot closely every day, and who would rear 
pheasants in such conditions? - All came, ex- 
cept jack snipe—the shooting of which would 
not an economic proposition—would in a 
few years be exterminated. It would be too 
much to hope that these shooters wonld ex- 
terminate one another, though, no doubt, 
“affairs” would be of frequent 
when two or more parties of 
sportsmen met on a mountain. 

It appears to me that the old method by 
which a large tract of land was held by a 
sportsman who would shoot with judgment, 
leaving plenty of birds for nesting, and who 
would spend a great deal of money among his 
neighbours, is still the only practicable way 
to preserve game in the country. You must 
not suppose that I am one of these fortunate 
people. IT am not. I never owned or rented 
an acre of shooting in my life and I have very 
little time for sport.—Yours, etc., i

Dog licences should be 
more rigidly enforced also. However, until 
the land-owners are behind the game pre- 
servation movement, and realise that a grouse 
or pheasant is as much their own property 
and as valuable as a chicken, I have little
